WE’LL SAY THEY ARE PROBLEMS. 

It would have been a pretty good world on a 
pretty good day if it had not been—— _ 

For the war between Russians and Poles; for 
the war between Greeks and Turks; for the high 
cost of living; and for the Londonderry fighting. 
Just what would any one, editorial writer or hap- 
pier individual, think or say about that? In the 
first place that the Irish have as clean a claim 
te freedom and liberty as any. people on earth— 
and they will not get it the way they want it in 
the south of Ireland, and one reason is they do not 
want it that way in the north of Ireland: 

The English seem to be getting more hopeless 
every day. They cannot rule well by force and 
they cannot rule at all by faith, and starting from 
wrongs which were avoidable they new do wrongs 

which are inevitable | 

They wish they could hitch a battleship to the 
island and tow it two thousand miles into the sea, 
away from its strategic position off the British 
coast, and away from the British trade routes, and 
there allow it liberty of any kind it wanted. 

The English cannot keep Ireland and they cannot 
let go of it. The cruel and stupid wrongs they did 
for hundreds of years have left a legacy of stupid- 
ity. The people of Ireland are killing each other 
over English compromises which compromise to 
the satisfaction of neither side in Ireland. 

Ulster fights to prove that England must do 
nothing, and the south of Ireland fights to prove 
that England must do everything, and England de- 
lays, stammers, doubts, and does nothing in a 
laborious and painstaking manner. 

Nationally, humanly, and righteously the Irish 
are entitled to their republic, and if they were 
South Africans they could have it, and if they were 
Canadians or Australians or New Zealanders they 
could have it, but being Irish they cannot have 
it because Ireland is not big enough to lick the 
British navy, and because it is where the British

The Chicago Housing corporation, which is formed 
of a number of capitalists of the Windy City, is build- 
ig 2,000 homes for workers to help get some of 
the toilers out of the tenements. The houses are 
sold for $4,000 each on payments of only $33 a month, 
which also takes care of the interest and provides fire, 
health, life, and accident insurance for the head 
of the house.

MARRIED WOMEN AND “IL” 
EMPLOYMENT. 
Chicago, June 18.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—Considerable 
has been made in the daily press rela- 
tive to a rule in effect on the elevated 
railroads that married women, whose 
husbands are in a position to support 
them, should not be given employment 
as ticket agents. The manner in which 
the matter has been presented to the 
public has conveyed a wrong impres- 
sion which should be corrected, 

To begin with, the whole matter is 
a tempest fn a teapot, as only sixteen 
women out of a total of about 500 wom- 
en ticket agents were affected by the 
enforcement of an old rule, temporarily 
relaxed during the war period. Of 
the sixteen women affected, nine re- 
signed when they learned the rule was 
to be enforced, so that actually seven 
were discharged. 

The rule was promulgated several 
years agd, the first suggestion coming 
from the employés themselves through 
their union. When a motorman or con- 
ductor marries a ticket agent, the rule 
always has been that she must resign 
wpon her marriage. The wisdom of 
such a rule in am organization where 
discipline must be maintained should 
be obvious. Knowing that to be a 
rule, the employés quite naturally sug- 
gested that it should be applied to mar- 
ried ticket agents whose husbands were 
not employés of the company. It should 
be understood that the rule does not 
apply to married women who have to 
support themselves, nor to widows or 
wives of employés who have been killed 
or injured in the service of the com- 
pany. As a matter of fact, the latter 
are given preference over all appli- 
cants. . 

Since the rule in question was first 
suggested by the employés themselves 
and has their’ full approval, and since 
experience has demonstrated that it is 
advantageous to the public, to the com- 
pany, and to a majority of the em- 
ployés, it ip unfair to charge the man- 
agement of the elevated railroads with 
discrimination against married women.

If the young housekepeer will try 
to master just One cake recipe, which 
has a hundred names but is best 
known perhaps as the cup cake recipe, 
she can make a cake that will do 
for a birthday occasion with it, or 
she can make drop cookies of many 
sorts, by different additions to it, or 
the so called cup cakes, large or small, 
and give them different names. She 
can bake it in layers and in loaves 
or in sheets or in a border mold. | 

One of the little cook books’ pre-
